“ CASTLE” ON PUGET SOUND 


On the summit of a high hill back 
of Port Townsend, Washington, th© 
state’s port of entry, and overlooking 
the town, stands a unique building, 
much resembling a castle. 
In the 
early days, when there were no neigh­ 
boring 
residences, 
the 
structures 
often underwent 
searching 
scrutiny 
by eyes aboard ship peering through 
binoculars or field gla. s, as it does to 
this day when 
some 
sharp-visioned 
tourist picks it out as something dis­ 
tinct 
from 
th© 
ordinary 
type 
of 
building. 
The "castle,” as the struc­ 
ture is called by tho people of the 
town, was built many years ago, in 
boom times, by an eccentric English­ 
man, who through bis habits and ec­ 
centricities was known as a herm it 
There are,perhaps, few building lo­ 
cations in the Fnited States affording 
views as grand as the one where 
this freak in architecture stands. 
It 
stands nearly 300 feet above sea level, 
immediately overlooking a beautiful 
little bay with numerous inlets, arid 
Iveyond great stretches of America’s 
fir fringed and greatest inland water 
way, Puget Sound. 
In the distance 
are the green foothills, and beyond 
the majestic Olympic range, snow-cap­ 
ped the year ’round, and behind which 
old Sol sinks from 
sight 
amid 
a 
wealth of color month in and out. 
After the old Englishman’s death, 
“ the castle” [Missed to 
the 
United 
States, acquired by purchase of Innd 
for us© as a military reservation. The 
building is of brick, and is substan­ 
tially built and well finished within. 


ELECTRICITY AND CROPS 


Mr. Priestly of Bristol university 
has again drawn attention to th© re 
markable results of th© application of 
high tension 
electricity to growing 
crops. 
Not only is a larger yield ob­ 
tained, which Is important to the farm­ 
er, but, tn the case of fruit crops, such 
as strawberries, the fruit ripens some 
days earlier, a matter of the utmost 
Importance to the market gardener. 
The present method of electrification 
is by means of wires stretched some 
distance above the growing crops. The 
effects may be described as an inten­ 
sification of the action of the thunder­ 
cloud, and might be equally startling 
to 
the heedless 
Investigator. 
The 
original 
method 
of 
electrification 
was to water the crops from electric­ 
ally charged cans, and the effect o! 
this, says the University Correspon­ 
dent, was similar to that of the thun­ 
der shower. 


AN 8 0-MILE PRECIPICE 


Cajit. c. G. Bawling, a member of 
the British expedition that recently 
explored 
Dutch 
Guiana, 
describes 
what may he the greatest unbroken 
precipice In the world. 
It runs, he 
says, for a distance of 80 miles from 
Mount 
Carstenz 
westward 
to 
the 
Charles Louis mountains. 
Its great 
est sheer height is at Mount Leonard 
Darwin. 
The explorers were never in 
a position to measure with the theod- 
lite a sheer height of tills immense 
precipice exceeding 6,500 feet, but

PJW YO RK.— Dr. E. B. Ackerman, 
veterinarian of the health depart­ 
ment, is nursing a couple of slightly 
strained wrists that have bothered 
him a little since the day when ho 
was obliged to use all the strength 
that was In them to strangle a rabid 
Boston bull terrier that wds getting 
ready to present the doctor with an 
attack of hydrophobia. 
The health department got a hurry 
call on the phone from Mrs. Anna 
Hatch to the effect that a mad dog 
had taken possession of her 
apart­ 
ment, and as she had left some dishes 
cooking on the stove, she would be 
greatly obliged if some one were sent 
at once to remove the intruder. 
Dr. Ackerman was given the assign­ 
ment, and when he got to Mrs. Hatch's 
place sho told him that tho dog had 


crawled into a closet, that she had 
shut the door and had locked the crea­ 
ture in. 
Dr. Ackerman unlocked the door and 
whistled. There was an instant 
re­ 
sponse on the part of the Boston bull, 
which had as much froth on his facu 
as adorns tho top of a summer schoon­ 
er at Coney. 
The dog’s mouth was* 
wide open and his biting apparatus 
was in fine order. 
The veterinarian met him half way, 
and with a knack learned by long ex­ 
perience, grabbed the 
beast 
tightly 
about the neck with both hands. lie 
pressed both thumbs carefully on the 
jugular vein and the windpipe and 
held on grimly, urged on by the fright­ 
ened screams of Mrs.

Missionary W ork in Chicago’s Slums 
C 
HICAGO.— A great religious move­ 
ment has been started in this city 
by the Presbyterian Church Extension 
board, and its example is likely to be 
imitated in other big cities of

world. 
The Extension board has ask­ 
ed for 1,000 volunteers to carry the 
message of the Gospel to the natives 
of many distant lands— to follower» of 
Confucius, of Zoroaster, of Mohammed 
and of many pagan gods. These work­ 
ers are asked to give their time with­ 
out recompense, other than the con­ 
sciousness of work well done. 
They 
are expected to enter into dark places 
to spread the light, bravo pestilence, 
heal the sick, and establish places for 
physical and mental recreation, where 
nothing but drudgery and care is now 
known. 
But with all this there are few dan­ 
gers. 
None of tho volunteers will bo 
eaten by cannibals; 
none 
will 
lie 
staked out on the desert sands to die 
of heat and thirst; none will be cruci­ 
fied, burned at the stake or Impaled. 
For all will do their work right hero 
iu Chicago. 
Modern industrialism has 
brought 
all the world to Chicago. Almost every 
religion under the sun is represented 
here, and it will be the work of these 
volunteers to Christianize 
the 
resi­ 
dents— and especially the children- 
of the Persian colony, the Chinese col- 
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ony,"the Arabian colony and all tho 
other colonies 
of 
foreigners 
which, 
go to make up the 
cosmopolitan city. 
The appeal for workers to labor in 
this field is made on the ground 
that 
unless American Christian Ideals gov­ 
ern the lives of the foreign born, tho 
ideals of Americans will in a genera­ 
tion be supplanted by those of Europe- 
or Asia, because the children of for­ 
eign parentage 
far 
outnumber 
tho 
American born and will in a genera­ 
tion outvote them. 
Already there are on the staff oC 
tho extension board 
680 
volunteer 
workers, w hile 50 others are employed 
as experts in conducting the various 
kinds 
of 
work— evangelistic, 
Bible 
study, gymnastic, night school classes 
in. manual training, sewing and Eng­ 
lish for those employed during tho 
day, and kindergartens for the chil­ 
dren in the daytime. There is a vast 
field for the work of the missionaries 
in tho congested districts of the city, 
where the bulk of the aliens 
live.

capitalist 
should be 
prole« ted, but

ly seek and
